The agricultural lands in Southern 
California lie immediately 011 the 
coast between the coast 
range of 
mountains and the sea, which Is gen­ 
erally a level plain of rich sandy soil. 
Spurs of the coast range of mountains 
cross the plain,running out so as to form 
immense precipices rising abruptly 
from the sea—thus forming a series of 
valleys along the coast from San 
Francisco to San Diego; occasionally 
there is a side valley formed by a 
stream which heads far back in the 
mountains. 
These side valleys are 
fertile, healthy, and generally well 
watered. All the level lands on the 
coast are very productive after heavy 
rains in the W inter; but occasionally 
we have w hat we call a dry W in ter- 
ten to twelve inches of rain. After 
such a W inter the crops and vegeta­ 
tion are very light, hence the impor­ 
tance of getting land in such localities 
as can be irrigated. The facility for 
irrigation co n tro le th e p r ice of land 
quite as much as the convenience to 
market. In the imm ediate vicinity 
of Santa Barbara or Los Angeles—say 
two or three miles—the best farming 
lands can be purchased for $25 to SoO 
per acre. These lands can all be irri­ 
gated. Lands equally as good, but 
upon which no stream of water runs, 
can be had for So to $20. 
Some of 
these lands have produced crops for 
twenty years without water, and arte­ 
sian wells can be sunk upon almost 
any part of the valley w ith almost a 
certainty of getting a flowing well at 
a depth of two to three hundred 
feet. One artesian well will irrigate 
from ten to forty, and sometimes a 
hundred acres of land. In San Diego 
there are no streams w ith which to ir­ 
rigate land except the Santa Marga- 
ritta, and that valley belongs to one 
man, who will not sell any portion of 
it at present. 
The valley of Santa 
Barbara is small—three to five miles 
wide and sixteen to tw enty long—the 
city is immediately on the coast, the 
atmosphere cool—sometimes a little 
too cool—for healthy people it is a very 
pleasant little city and valley. There 
is a population in that city of about 
4,000. 
Los Angeles valley is about 
eighteen miles wide, and forty miles 
long, w ith three rivers running across 
it, all fine streams. 
The city of Los 
Angeles contains 11,000 inhabitants, 
and its situation is about fifteen miles 
from the sea coast on the Los Angeles 
river. We have railroad communica- 
with the harbor at W ilmington. There 
are three other railroads centering in 
this city and running out in different 
directions. One of these roads is des­ 
tined to connect us w ith San Francis­ 
co and another with Texas. 
There 
are seven towns of sm aller size in the 
valley, besides m any large farming 
communities, with a store and post­ 
office. 
The population in all these 
counties is made up principally of a 
good class of people, industrious, civil 
and law-abiding. God has distributed 
his blessing among us. He gave San 
Diego a good harbor for shipping pur­ 
poses, but gave them little to ship. 
He gave to Los Angeles and Santa 
Barbara rich, fertile valleys and an 
open roadstead to ship from. The cli­ 
mate is excellent in all these counties.

Inhabitants of said city for domestic pur­ 
poses,” lor the period of 30 years thereafter. 
W ill you please Inform your readers w hut is 
the nature of this valuable consideration, and 
of w hat It consists 7 
TaX"Pa YE It. 
Los Angeles, Sept. 22d, 1874. 
Bo fur us our investigation, which 
consists of a careful reading of the 
contract between the city and the 
water company, has enabled us to de­ 
termine, the “ valuable consideration” 
is made up almost entirely of unre­ 
deemed pledges and unfulfilled con­ 
tracts. The contract was dated July 
28th, 1868, and by it the water com­ 
pany agree within one year from date 


to place a hydrant at one corner of 
one street at each of the cross streets 
where pipes were then laid, and at 
other crossings as fast as pipes are 
laid down. 
How well this contract 
has been complied with, let the people 
say. They agreed not to take more 
than ten inches of water from the 
river without permission. 
They are 
taking about 200 inches of water from 
the river without permission. They 
agreed to take up all the wooden pipe 
within one year from the date of the 
contract. 
How well that promise was 
kept, let the people say. They agreed 
to erect an ornam ental fountain on the 
Plaza. They built the basin for a 
fountain, but th at it was ever con­ 
verted into a fountain, ornamental or 
otherwise, by the introduction of water 
is an event not w ithin the memory of 
our little children. They agreed to 
keep all the improvements they were 
to make in repair. How well they 
have done these things, let the people 
say. They agreed to furnish the resi­ 
dents of the city with water, but 
failed to place it on the high lands, 
and when the residents of that part of 
the city are accommodated by another 
party, that party is threatened with 
all sorts of prosecution and persecu­ 
tion. These are a few of the it? ms 
we now recall which probably go to 
make up the “ valuable consideration.” 
There may be other considerations 
equally valuable, but they do not oc­ 
cur to us at this writing. 


Onr Oil Interests. 


For eight or nine long years, in the 
face of determined opposition and dis­ 
heartening failures, either intentional 
or caused by a want of skill or proper 
appliances for operating, a few earnest 
and intelligent men have been en­ 
deavoring to have our district fairly 
tested. Through their efforts and the 
visits of numerous parties fam iliar 
with the oil business, an interest has 
been excited, not only here, but even 
in Pennsylvania, which can be allayed 
only by a satisfactory test of this ter­ 
ritory. This is a question in which 
every m an in Southern California is 
specially interested. We will endeavor 
to show ta/iy. In the first place, pe­ 
troleum is to be found in tlie San Fer­ 
nando mountains; from each of two 
or three springs more than two bar­ 
rels per day has been and can still be 
collected, and hundreds of springs 
have been discovered from which oil 
and gas are constantly escaping in 
quantities w ith which the springs 
which led to the development of the 
Pennsylvania oil region bears no com­ 
parison. 
These springs are not hid 
away in inaccessible mountains, but 
near the great thoroughfare from Los 
Angeles to San Francisco, so th at any 
o n e who wishes to see for himself can 
go to Lyons’ Station, but two hours 
nde by rail and stage from the former 
place, and in fifteen m inutes walk the 
Messrs. K r a s z y n s k i can show enough 
to satisfy any one of their existence. 
Or if he has leisure, let a visit be made 
to the “ Pico Spring,” the Hughes or* 
San Fernando well, the Big Moore, 
the Wylie, and the well now being 
drilled on the Temple claim; these 
will assuredly be sufficient. 
“ Well, 
what of th at? I don’t want any oil. 
That don’t interest m e.” Let us see. 
If you do not use oil in your house­ 
hold gas or candles take its place, and 
twice as much is paid now for gas as 
would be if oil could be had in suffi­ 
cient quantities to manufacture that 
article. Again, you either use wood 
or coal, at enormous prices. Petroleum 
would furnish you fuel in its crude state 
for one-fourth of what you pay now. 
This is an item of household expen­ 
ses; while the price of almost every 
manufactured article is enhanced from 
this cause alone. 
Perhaps you own 
property, are engaged in transporta­ 
tion or some m ercantile business, or 
have some profession. 
The inflow of 
inhabitants could only be numbered 
by hundreds, and as the population in­ 
creases, so does the demand for the 
commodities in which you deal, no 
m atter what they may be. 
Who can 
say he is not interested? But will it 
pay? The advantages enumerated are 
certainly enough, but look at the m ar­ 
kets. 
Pennsylvania and W est V ir­ 
ginia now supply the whole United 
States, and Europe, Asia and Aus­ 
tralia. The freight on oil from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles costs almost 
as much as the oil itself in Pennsyl­ 
vania. If it pays to produce It there, 
at present prices it would briug a 
large profit here from the local and 
coast trade, while the China trade 
would naturally fall into our hands. 
It can be delivered at Los Angeles, 
W ilmington, or any other point which 
may be established, at a cost of trans­ 
portion not to exceed fifty cents per 
barrel. Besides all this by the Car­ 
reras process a much larger percent­ 
age of refined 
oil is guaranteed, 
than by the ordinary method. 
Now 
what is the duty of the citizens of Los 
Angeles county? It is to lend their 
individual aid and encouragement to 
this enterprise. 
Let companies be 
formed with stock at such prices that 
all may have a chance. Keep those 
already started moving, and a great 
industry will be added to our present 
resources. The above suggestion may 
furnish food for thought. 
A hint to 
the wise is sufficient.

The Town Clock, 


In com pany w ith Mr. B eaudry, the 
C om m ittee of th e Council on th e re­ 
pairing of the tow n clock, and Mr. E. 
E. Fisher, w ho m ade the repairs, we 
visited the cupalo of th e Court House 
yesterday and ex am ined the apparatus 
w hich regulates our goings and com ­ 
ings in Los Angeles. 
T he clock itself, 
if planted in some convenient nook up 
a cafion, would he tak en by alm ost 
any intelligent passer-by for a fair­ 
sized saw -m ill. 
W e can n o t guess in ­ 
telligently a t its w hole w eight, but 
some idea can he gained w hen it is 
know n th a t the m ach in ery has here­ 
tofore been kept in m otion by w eights 
whose aggregate heft was betw een 4C0 
and 500 pounds; th a t th e iron fram e­ 
work in w hich th e w heels are placed 
w ill w eigh as m úch or m ore th a n the 
w eights, and th a t th e w eight of the 
pendulum alone c an not be less th an 
fifty pounds. To adjust th is ponderous 
m ach in ery so th a t it will ru n w ith the 
nicety of a L ady E lgin, is som ething 
of a triu m p h of m echanism . 
This 
Messrs. F ish er & T h atcher have suc­ 
ceeded in doing. 
F or a n u m b er of 
years the tow n clock was given up as 
a hopeless w reck and pronounced be­ 
yond le p a ir by w atcnm akers. 
Mr. 
Scott, a carpenter of our city, was 
found to have enough ing en u ity to 
keep it ru n n in g in a kind of uncertain, 
spasm odic way, w h ich was m u ch b et­ 
ter th a n nothing; and he retained the 
charge of it until his death, w hich oc­ 
curred about a m o n th since. 
Messrs. 
F ish er & T h a tc h e r finally undertook 
th e arduous task of repairing the 
clock, un der contract w ith th e Council, 
some tw o weeks ago, and we are glad 
to announce th eir com plete success. 
The whole m ach inery was taken apart, 
cleaned an d repaired; 
th e crooked 
parts m ade stra ig h t 
an d defective 
parts substituted or remodeled; wheels 
w hich had become w orn by friction 
were given new bearings, and, in fact, 
the whole ap paratu s m ade as good as 
new. 
AVith th e m ach in ery in order, 
the w eights w ere reduced to less th an 
one-half th e ir form er heft, retain in g 
sufficient m otive pow er for th e p ur­ 
pose required. 
These w eights (the 
ru n n in g and strikin g) now w eigh res­ 
pectively 50 and 125 pounds. 
T hey 
are 
suspended by five-eighths-incn 
hem p ropes, th e best to be had, and 
th e acoiuent heretofore feared of their 
breaking loose and falling th ro ug h the 
building is now placed beyond a pos­ 
sibility. 
To successfully m ake all 
the necessary repairs has required a 
large outlay of tim e an d patience as 
well as th e finest skill on th e p a rt of 
Messrs. F ish er & T hatcher. T he w ork 
was properly w orth three or four tim es 
the a m o u n t paid for it by the city, but 
It was done not so m uch for a profit in 
dollars and cents, a3 to show w h a t 
could be accom plished n o tw ith stan d ­ 
ing the reports of all the experts who 
had ex am ined the w ork before. 
H ow 
successful the effort was, m a y be seen 
w hen we state th a t, alth o u g h the 
clock has been ru n n iu g tw o weeks 
since It w as repaired, it has not varied 
fifteen seconds from tim e determ ined 
by tra n s it observations. 
Mr. F isher 
now pronounces the old tim e-pieee as 
good as it ever was, and says th at, by 
giving it a thorough cleaning every 
two years, he w ould be w illing to tak e 
a contract to rim it th e rem ain d er ot 
his n a tu ra l life. 
T he charge of the 
tow n clock has now been given over 
entirely to Messrs. F ish e r & T hatcher 
by th e Council, and we m a y have th e 
assurance hereafter th a t it will be 
rig h t to th e m in u te and alw ays ru n­ 
ning.
